WASHINGTON, Deo. 8.—Senator 
Walsh of Montana renewed his 
warfare against the repeal of in- 
|come tax publicity by issuing a 
long statement yesterday ridiculing 
'the idea that the publicity feature 
| is novel, an invasion of private 
| property rights, or in any way bur- 
| densome. 

On the contrary, he contends 
that it makes for more honest ad- 
ministration of the law. Though 
not expressing the Democratic 
party view, Walsh represents the 
Western sentiment on both sides of 
the Senate chamber. It is wide- 
spread and formidable enough to 
show the futility of trying to put 
through the publicity repealer at 
the present short session. 

Administration Senators who fa- 
vor the recommendation in Mr. 
Coolidge’s message for elimination 
of the publicity clause are con- 
vinced of the impossibility of ac- 
tion now, but believe the new Con- 
gress will have the votes necessary 
to make the change.
